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Sharing an Incredible Journey

Every time she goes to Nepal, she takes a piece of 
the South Coast with her. Actually, make that many pieces 



did what many people usually only dream about doing. 
They pulled their two teenaged sons out of high school 
and went backpacking for a year around the world. 
During that journey, Sally came to recognize Nepal 
as a special place for her; specifically, the village of 
Chaurikharka, which she affectionately called "the village 
where I hang my hat/ 7 

Nepal is a country of 26 million people, land- 
locked between China and India, and known for the 
world's highest mountain, Everest. The ancient salt 
trading routes that cut through the Himalayan Mountains 
make up the network of trekking trails outside and away 
from the nation's capital, Kathmandu. 

Beneath the large screen in the darkened theater 
of the Marion Music Hall, Sally stood dressed in the 
traditional clothing of a married Sherpa woman and, 
without having to say much, captivated the audience with 
a photography slideshow set to the rhythmic drumming 
and deep chanting voices of the tribal music of Nepal. 

The audience gasped at the beauty of white, 
jagged, uninhabited glacial passes and peaks from 
airplane windows; the brown earth of mountains against 
a stark unimaginably blue sky; primitive dwellings forged 
out of the scarce resources of the Himalayan landscape. 

Children's smiles, and intimate close-ups of 
happy, peaceful faces; Sherpa people making impossible 
treks up mountains beneath the crushing weight of crates 
and wood; young and old, spiritual men praying, people 
dressed in colorful cloths; rampant poverty and absolutely 
none of the comforts of the western world. 

"I can assure you/ 7 Sally spoke, "that these people 
are as beautiful on the inside as they are on the outside/ 7 

Sally began with the principle of "Namaste," 
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of the South Coast. In reality, it is more like eleven body- 
sized duffle bags filled with hundreds of donated fleece 
jackets and caps from South Coast residents. 

So naturally, when Sally Hunsdorfer returns 
home to Marion, she brings with her a piece of Nepal. 
Within Sally is a passion for a strange, surreal land that 
lies hidden, high up in the clouds, halfway around the 
world. Also within Sally is a commitment to the joyful, 
peaceful Sherpa people who welcomed Sally into their 
culture, resulting in many changed lives. 

Sally shared her passion for Nepal with the 
community on the evening of January 16 during 
an educational and inspirational presentation, with 
tremendous tales of adventure and beauty, accompanied 
by breathtaking photos that had the audience 
mesmerized, inspired, broken-hearted at times, and every 
so often wondering, is this woman crazy? 

Fifteen years ago, Sally and her husband, Peter,

giving the definition of the word one hears hundreds of 
times a day in Nepal, and how it breaks down barriers 
between people. 

"It is a way of saying, 'the spirit in me greets the 
spirit in you/" said Sally "If I say 'I honor everything that 
is unique and wonderful about you 7 (Namaste), it might 
not be as easy to point a gun at somebody" 

After the Hunsdorfers' two-month stay in Nepal 
during their year backpacking, Sally wanted to go back, 
but the next time with a purpose. 

"I had this visceral pull to get back there," said 
Sally. "And that's when the Himalayan Project was born." 

She described the project's mission as a 
dedication to enhancing education, enriching community 
development, and providing social outreach. 

"And I wanted to form a way to connect 
American children with their peers from across the 
world." 

Sally collected about 900 fleece jackets from 
students in local schools and from within the community. 
Her documentation of the journey of the jackets starts 
from when they are first sorted into tall, colorful piles 
according to size in the middle of Sally's kitchen, to laying 
out the gigantic, black duffle bags completely stuffed with 
fleece in her back yard, to being loaded onto a bus she 
rented to bring them to Logan Airport. 

From there, Sally and the fleece would arrive 
in Kathmandu. The duffle bags are then piled into a 
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small propeller plane to fly them over the Himalayas to 
land at the same very basic airstrip used by Mt. Everest 
trekkers. They are then loaded onto the backs of yaks and 
Sherpa men who carry the loads through the treacherous 
Himalayan trails to the village of Chaurikharka, which 
means "yak pastures" - about a week-long trek, with no 
roads beyond 50 miles of the capital. 

"Everything has to be carried out on somebody's 
back or a beast of burden," said Sally 

No heat, no electricity, and no running water - 
but there is joy "Utter joy," says Sally "There is always 
time for joy and merriment." 

After the long trek, they finally arrive at the 
village, at which time Sally says she just steps aside and 
allows the Sherpas who carried the loads to open the 
duffle bags and unpack the fleece jackets for the people, 
content to watch the scene unfold. Sally is, after all, a sight 
some people living in the highest peaks of the Himalayas 
might never see during their lives. 

"A lot of times the babies burst out crying when 
they see my face," said Sally. She has, though, been fully

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embraced by the Sherpa people of Chaurikharka, and 
Sally has dedicated her time not only bringing fleece 
to the village but also coordinating efforts at home to 
collect donations for other projects, like the school house 
improvement project when they fixed up the existing 
school and added a gathering house, cafeteria, and 
greenhouse. 

Since Sally's involvement, the school has been 
able to add grades 11 and 12, and has provided school 
supplies and furnishings for the school. 

Sally has also undertaken other projects, like 
the 100-Day project, in which she collected 100 pencils, 
100 notebooks, and 100 of other items from South Coast 
students, and the students at Keith Middle School in New 
Bedford sewed fleece hats from donated fleece material. 

When she returns, she gives students a 
presentation and shows her the photos of the items 7 
journey into the hands of the Sherpa children. 

"Look at the difference it made halfway around 
the world/ 7 Sally said she told the students. "There wasn't 
a dry eye." 

Sally also acts as liaison for a pen pal initiative 
she started between the Sherpa students and the students 
at Sippican School. She said the kids love the exchange, 
sharing photos and learning about what each of them 
does "when they hang out." 

"It's just to give [the Sherpa students] an idea that 
the outside world knows they exist and is interested in 
their lives," said Sally. 

Watching Sally's presentation about the lives 
of the people of Nepal evoked in many a sense of some 
ambiguous dichotomy of envy and gratitude, at the same 
time. Envy for the simplicity, the free-flowing joy of the 
Sherpas, and innocence of simple Sherpa life; yet, grateful 
for the comforts we enjoy, aware that, as beautiful as life 
might appear to outsiders looking in, any one of those 
people might change places with you in a heartbeat, if 
they could.

The Mahjong Zone 

This Mattapoisett Life

For those who work on small community 
newspapers in little hamlets, villages, and towns, where 
scouting for tasty bits of text to share with the readership 
grinds to a halt after Christmas, I feel your pain. There 
isn't a reporter out there whose desire to share something 
interesting isn't presently thwarted by humanity in 
hibernation. Yet like a January thaw, yours truly is 
working hard to bring you a treat you probably didn't 
realize you were waiting for - 1 give you Mahjong! 

From Ask.com we find: "Mahjong, a game that 
originated in China, is commonly played by four players (with 
some three-player variations found in Korea and Japan). The 
game and its regional variants is widely played throughout 
Eastern and South Eastern Asia and has a small following in 
Western countries. Similar to the Western card game rummy, 
mahjong is a game of skill, strategy and calculation and 
involves a degree of chance. In turn players draw and discard 
tiles until they complete a legal hand using the 14th drawn tile 
to form four groups (melds) and a pair (head). There are fairly 
standard rules about how a piece is drawn, stolen from another 
player and thus melded, the use of simples (numbered tiles) and 
honors (winds and dragons), the kinds of melds, and the order 
of dealing and play. However there are many regional variations 
in the rules; in addition, the scoring system and the minimum 
hand necessary to win varies significantly based on the local 
rules being used. " I'm already breathless. 

One of the goals of a retired person is to keep 
one's brain actively active. I have to admit that my 
memory and possibly, just possibly, some mental 
agility may have waned over the last several years. It is 
disconcerting even when I speak to contemporaries who 
share that remembering stuff is sometimes a losing battle.

The weekly dives into 
this complicated game of strategy and chance bear a 
striking resemblance to high stakes poker. These players 
take no hostages and are out to win. Caution to the novice 
who dares to enter the "Mahjong Zone". While that is 
precisely what I did, I lived to share my tale. All right, it 
wasn't that dramatic but it was certainly complicated, and 
one quickly felt stupefied by the shear number of moving 
parts and rules. 

Growing up during a time when games in general 
were a past time in which everyone participated, I learned 
and played games, but only those the adults in my 
sphere played. Our games were checkers (both Chinese

and standard) and the card game rummy. Over time, I 
became pretty good. I, in turn, taught my son. He quickly 
overtook what I had believed was my superior ability. 
Thus, disabused of that fantasy, I didn't expect to be able 
to embrace Mahjong in one session. Oh no, this game will 
take some time. 

Mahjong is ancient - maybe thousands of 
years - in its evolutionary process and comes from a 
part of the globe where layers of meaning, layers of 
language, and layers of subtle inference in all things are 
common. Just look at your next plate of Chinese food. 
The colors, textures, combinations are infinite. Look at 
Asian architecture, especially in China, which is ornate 
to say the least. So we find that this game, too, enjoys a 
complexity my simple mind found numbing. 

First and foremost, there are the 'tiles 7 . After 
my short time with the COA group, I realized it is the 
'language of the tiles 7 that is paramount to understanding 
the game and learning how to play it. On this afternoon, 
the players (who have asked me to withhold their last 
names in the event they have to go into the Mahjong 
Protection Program) were Sue, Leanore, Linda, Elizabeth, 
and Bob. The ladies said that Bob was the master, and 
that he would be the one to answer all my questions 
about the game. However, it was Linda who suggested 
to me that in order to learn the game, it helped to study 
the tiles and play alone at home by yourself. In this way, 
you can become familiar with the tiles and how to make 
up a winning hand without slowing down those who 
have gone before you. Actually, she was very nice about 
sharing that this was how she taught herself, and the 
others agreed it had also helped them. I certainly couldn't 
have agreed more the longer I observed them. 

From the website Rummy.com we find 
information that is supposed to help explain the game. 
It states: "Mahjong is very similar to Rummy and is played 
with tiles. The main objective is to build sets with the tiles 
through drawing and discarding them. In different variants it 
has different tiles but it is always played by four players. There 
is little uniformity in the way Mahjong is played in various 
provinces in China and it is played in a different way in Hong 
Kong, Taiwan and Singapore. Traditional Chinese Mahjong is

The tiles go by such shorthand names as Crack 
(characters), Dots (circles), and Bams (bamboo). The 
dragons are only called by their colors. Because the 
white dragon tile looks more like a decorative tiny bar 
of white soap, it is called Soap. During the discarding of 
tiles into the center of the table where they may or may 
not be picked up by another player to help complete 
their hand, the players are required to call out what they 
are discarding. Bob explained that this is done because 
players are so engrossed in their hands they may only 
be listening and may not notice when a particular tile is 
being discarded. Got that?

Then there is the prescribed discarding of tiles 
you don't want to a player seated either to your right or 
left. This discarding process is known as 'turns 7 or doing 
the 'Charleston 7 and requires learning the dance steps. 
First you discard to the right, then you discard to the left, 
then you discard to the opposing player, then you step on 
your own toes. I would have called this a 'Square Dance 7 
but what do I know. Anyway, a player could and often 
does end up with tiles they didn't want and tried to get 
rid of. Oh yeah, and it isn't just one tile; it is a group of 
tiles. 

Then there is 'the card'. Apparently in the 
American version of the game, a winning hand game card 
has been created from which players must pick a specific 
arrangement of tiles and build their hand to that selection. 
Unlike rummy, which this game is unfortunately 
compared against, a player doesn't get to exercise 
complete control over a winning hand. A player needs to 
strike on an arrangement that is approved and allowed by 
'the card'. Confused yet? The National Mahjong League, 
Inc. produces these cards annually ensuring that no one

becomes too comfortable with any specific winning hand. 
God forbid! 

Bob said, "A lot of the rules have been developed 
to discourage cheating/ 7 Since this is primarily played as 
a gambling game in the Orient and since it is eons old, the 
rules are complex and would definitely make cheating at 
Mahjong an art unto itself. 

The CO A players have been going strong for a 
bit over two years now. Long enough for them to have 
learned not only the game, but also the nuances of each 
other's style for building a winning hand. When Sue kept 
exchanging tiles she had for jokers being held by other 
players they said, "Oh, she likes that.../ 7 While I was 
there, Sue won twice and Linda won once. Bob shared 
that when he plays in Florida, that well entrenched group 
will shun a player who moves through the game slowly. 
Oh no, those players want to hustle through the game like 
their Asian counterparts. "If you go too slow, you'll get 
boycotted the next time." 

A mahjong set averages around $40. Right now, 
I'm weighing whether or not I want to invest in a set 
for home study. I wouldn't want to force myself on this 
nice group of people by showing up unprepared. I'm 
not confident, though. I worry. Do I have what it takes to 
enter the "Mahjong Zone"? There is honor, there is pride, 
there is ego to consider. If I fail, would I be able to hold 
my head up while walking my puppy around town, or 
will people cross the street when they see me coming?

Mattapoisett Women Making a Difference

In a room, on a Sunday, three Mattapoisett 
women used their words to save lives and instill hope 
in the hearts of political prisoners and victims of human 
rights abuses around the world. 

Inside the Mattapoisett Friends Meeting House on 
January 19, the three activists spent the afternoon hand- 
writing letters to Congress, ambassadors, prosecutors, 
and foreign governments, calling on them to release 
prisoners of conscience and take action to stop violence. 
"They say that hand-written letters are more productive

same impact/ 7 said Deena Kinsky. 

The tables were lined with Amnesty International 
information sheets on specific prisoners from different 
countries, explaining their stories in their own words. 
After the activists wrote their letters to the government 
entities, they made copies of their letters to send to the 
prisoners themselves - to show them that they are not 
alone, that the world has not forgotten about them, and 
that others are acting in solidarity on their behalf. 

"It helps [the prisoners] get through their time in 
prison, knowing that people are fighting for [them] and 
thinking of [them]/ 7 said Kinsky. 

Kinsky chose to write on behalf of Guantanamo 
prisoner Shaker Aamer, who has been held prisoner for 
years and still remains imprisoned, despite his name 
being on a list of detainees who are cleared for transfer. 

"I am dying here every day, mentally and 
physically, " stated Aamer to Amnesty International in 
2005. " We have been ignored, locked up in the middle of 
the ocean for four years. 77 

Ellen Flynn wrote on behalf of a Russian prisoner 
because her daughter's partner is from Russia, so the 
issue hits her close to home. 

"I'm writing for . . . people who are fleeing their 
country because they aren't able to exercise their rights/ 7 
said Flynn. 

Charlotte Purrington chose a female prisoner 
from Cambodia because she said it made her feel angry 
to read about her struggle to retain her home after the 
government seized her land. 

" Women don't always have the possibility of 
having a voice/ 7 said Purrington, feeling compelled to 
write on behalf of this particular prisoner. " She's not just 
thinking of the land . . . but for the future." 

Others joined the women before the day's end,

Coyote Concerns

the less-rural parts of Tri-Town - too close for comfort for 
some residents - prompting a rise in coyote-related calls 
to local law enforcement. 

A Marion Police press release states that 
numerous sightings and encounters with coyotes have 
been reported in Marion Center and on Converse Road, 
with one sighting in Marion Center on Taber Academy 
grounds on the morning of January 10. 

Animal Control Officer for the Towns of 
Mattapoisett and Rochester, Kathleen Massey confirmed 
during a January 21 phone interview that yes, the very 
same coyote has been spotted in Mattapoisett as well, but 
coyotes are regular inhabitants of the area and there is

nothing to be alarmed about. 

Massey said she saw the photos taken recently in 
Marion, and identified the coyote as the same male that 
has been spotted in areas of Mattapoisett, as well. 

"He visits us often/ 7 said Massey, adding that a 
coyote pack's hunting territory is about 30 square-miles. 
"He's been as far as Pease's Point, Shipyard Park, and 
Ned's Point . . . This guy's just making a big loop." 

He is not bothering anybody, says Massey; he is 
just walking through town. She said the same alpha male 
has been spotted during the day (yes, coyotes come out 
during the day) by people walking their dogs and the 
coyote did not approach. Coyotes are, as Massey put it, 
"more afraid of you than you are of them."

It is when little doggies are left alone that the big 
bad coyote comes-a-calling. " A little doggie ... that's a 
snack for them/ 7 said Massey. 

According to the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries & Wildlife, coyotes live in every town in 
Massachusetts. They are about the size of a medium- 
sized dog, only their fur is longer and thicker. They have 
a long, black-tipped, bushy tail that is usually pointed 
downward. 

They feed on rodents and berries, snakes and 
birds, but they will also eat garbage and pet food left 
outside. 

Coyote attacks on humans are extremely rare. 

What should you do if you spot a coyote? Marion 
Police recommends going indoors if a coyote approaches 
you. You can scare off a coyote by making a loud noise, 
throwing a tennis ball, or shooting water from the hose. 

Because Tri-Town is a predominantly rural area, 
do not leave pets outside unattended. Other wild animals 
also pose a risk to domestic animals. 

Coyotes are eternally on the hunt for food, so 
keep your pets indoors, secure your trash barrels, and 
keep bird feeding areas clean, which can attract coyotes. 

"They love bird seed/ 7 said Massey, "So if you 
don't want [coyotes] in your back yard, get rid of your 
bird feeders." 

Do not try to get rid of the animal on your own, 
either by physically or lethally removing it. Trapping is

Abatement /Flood Insurance Information day Here 
is what a press release stated: "January 18 th will be the 
Massachusetts Coastal Coalitions State Wide Abatement day. 
The goal is to focus on only those policies that are $5000 or 
more, and/ or have gone up 100%. The reason for the amount is 
to show that the homeowner has been significantly aggrieved, 
and to make a statement on the larger insurance increases. " 

A news article in the January 14 issue of the 
Patriot Ledger reads in part: "Members of the Massachusetts 
Coastal Coalition hope a wave of property tax abatement 
applications will send a clear message about the thousands 
of homeowners who have been significantly aggrieved by 
rising flood insurance costs." It goes on to describe how 
the Biggert- Waters Flood Insurance Reform Act, which 
eliminated flood insurance subsidies for homes built 
before the creation of flood maps, caused premiums 
to soar. The act started phasing into effect this year, it 
goes on to say, with FEMA's release of new flood maps. 
These new maps expanded flood plains and raised water 
elevations, impacting thousands more are now pushed to 
purchase expensive flood insurance. 

The coalition believes the cause and effect of 
rising flood insurance rates is the lowering of coastal 
property values because homes won't sell in those 
locations. Given that scenario, let the abatement 
applications begin. 

However, back home in Mattapoisett, our town 
hall departments have been actively pursuing what they 
believe is a more productive course of action - imploring 
the legislature to work for the people. 

Both Bobola and Costello have been meeting with 
their counterparts in other cities and towns, attending 
their association meetings and building consensus across 
the region that will hopefully aid in affecting change 
through the house and senate. 

Costello said, "I am mandated by the 
[Department of Revenue] to use 6/30/11 through 7/1/13 
sales values" to set tax rates. She said she had no latitude 
or authority to lower a resident's tax rate other than

Wareham, Bourne, Dartmouth, New Bedford, Acushnet, 
Fairhaven, Marion and Mattapoisett. During his hour long 
presentation, Zingarelli explained the Biggert- Waters Act. 
This act has so seriously impacted the NFIP that citizens, 
citizen groups and municipal associations have mobilized 
in an effort to get it postponed. For a truly insightful 
explanation, you may view the video clip of Zingarelli 7 s 
presentation at Buzzards Bay Action Committee's web 
site, www.buzzardsbayaction.org, from the home page 
you can easily navigate to the clip.

Costello said that she recently attended a meeting 
of the organization with which she is affiliated, the 
Massachusetts Association of Assessing Officials.

"That 
tells me he gets it," she stated. She went on to say that this 
organization has been watching and working on this issue 
for over a year. She said everyone needs to lobby their 
legislators to postpone implementation of the act until a 
comprehensive nationwide study can be completed. 
Costello explained that if coastal real estate values 
ultimately decrease because home sales decrease that will 
only push the insurance and tax increase pain into the 
uplands. In the end, everyone will be impacted by the 
disruption in federally subsidized flood insurance, she 
explained.

2015 Budget Discussed 

Rochester Memorial School Committee 
By Nick Walecka 
Rochester Memorial School officials presented on 
Thursday a preliminary budget for fiscal year 2015, which 
at this point reflects an increase of $211,529, or about 3.8 
percent, over the previous year. 

"There's a lot more work to be done now/ 7 said 
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Superintendent Douglas White, who said that the budget 
is based on needs at the school for the upcoming school 
year. It takes into consideration what [is current] as well 
as what's needed to offer a high quality education/ 7 

Officials stressed that the budget is a 'working 
document 7 on which they will continue to work in the 
near future. 

White mentioned the fact that they are currently 
trying to attract a new school business administrator, and 
the committee discussed the situation concerning the 
school's adjustment counselor / social worker. Currently, 
there is only one counselor at the school, although the 
general consensus is that the school and its children could 
benefit from gaining another. 

"The goal of our student adjustment counselor 
is to help students overcome the barriers to learning/ 7 
said assistant principal and former adjustment counselor, 
Charles K. West. "This is not necessarily a sustainable 
model as it's currently working. There is a concern. 77 

Principal Derek Medeiros said that they would 
continue to assess the situation with the counselor. 

"I think everything in schools is a work in 
progress, 77 said Medeiros. "At times it can be extremely 
difficult to do a lot of our preventative activities. As you 
all know, the school day brings many challenges. I would 
like to say I 7 d like to take a little more time to [take a look 
at the situation]. 77 

At an earlier meeting of the Board of Selectmen, 
officials expressed concern that the budgets for Rochester 
schools would outweigh the available finances that the 
town would have to spend on education. White and 
other members of the school committee were adamant 
about exploring and weighing every option in order to 
best maximize whatever funds they're provided with. 

"I think it's really important for us to focus on 
the budget we need to create," said Sharon Hartley of the 
committee. "It's hard to do that because of the distractions 
that are going on — [there are] changes going on in many 
of the towns' budgets. [There are] major changes at Old 
Colony. It's really hard for any budget to be crystal clear 
right now." 

In other news, Board Chairman Michelle Cusolito 
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announced that she would not be seeking another term as 
Chairman of the Board, which runs out this year. 

School Budget is Way Up, Changes for Grad 

Old Rochester Regional District School Committee

The budget faces a substantial increase of almost 
a million dollars for fiscal year 2015 just to maintain level 
services, mostly because of the rising cost of insurance, 
along with salary increases across the board. 

The five-percent increase in spending raised some 
eyebrows during preliminary School Committee budget 
discussions on January 15, which remained brief for the

time being. The district is waiting for the governor's 
budget to be released next Wednesday to see if any of the 
burden would be alleviated though state funding, and 
once the district's revenue numbers are in, committee 
members will have a clearer picture on what the budget 
will look like. 

"I wanted to get a budget in your hands so you 
could see what it will take to maintain our current level of 
services/ 7 said Superintendent Doug White. 

The current draft budget shows salary increases 
totaling about $433,000 and an estimated increase of 
$296,000 for insurance, for an increase of $729,000 in fixed 
spending. The whole FY15 budget increase totals exactly 
$828,285. 
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Committee members will continue to deliberate 
the budget into February and will hold a public hearing in 
March. 

In non-budget matters, ORRHS Principal Michael 
Devoll presented a number of changes in programs of 
study to begin with the current freshman class of 2017, 
mostly to bring the curriculum into compliance with the 
new Common Core State Standard. 

There would be an increase in the number of 
credits required for graduation, up from 110 to 120. 

"We don't think it's going to hold anyone back 
from graduating/ 7 Devoll said. "But it will give them a 
good senior year." 

Devoll also proposed restoring the two-year 
language requirement for graduation, while phasing out 
all French courses because of consistently low enrollment. 

Several teachers attended the meeting to speak in 
favor of keeping the French program, and the committee 
is seeking public input, suggesting that those wishing to 
make comments on whether or not to keep the French 
program contact either Principal Devoll or Assistant 
Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos, preferably through 
email. 

Other proposed changes are the addition of a 
level-A calculus course, an increase from two to three 
years for science and technology, and the restoration of 
the four-year physical education requirement, which is 
currently at two years. 

The district would provide students with three 
pathways for meeting the PE requirement: school PE 
electives, participation on school athletic teams, or outside 
physical activity (i.e. karate, skating, yoga, etc.) totaling 30 
hours in a year. 

School districts are allowed to decide at the local 
level what counts in order to meet the requirement. 

Devoll also proposed bringing the district's 
current grade point average system in line with the GPA 
system utilized by state colleges and universities. 

Currently, the district uses a 5.2 scale GPA system, 
and would move to adopt a 4.0 GPA scale which would 
give more weight to honors-level courses and make 
transitioning to college easier. Devoll said it would give 
more incentive for students to join dual-enrolled courses. 

In other news, the committee approved 
continuing the trial run of delayed-start school days for 
the rest of the school year. Twice per month, educators 
are granted morning time to meet and collaborate with 
each other on Common Core curriculum planning and 
preparation. 

"I don't know what we would have done without 
it," said Devoll. "The teachers would have had to meet 
outside school. Having the built-in time ... is far more 
valuable than if they had to do it alone." 

While teachers use the morning time to 
collaborate, students utilize the time to study 
independently or with groups, which one parent at the 
meeting said has been very helpful for her daughter.

Ride Along. Starring Ice Cube and Kevin Hart. Directed 
by Tim Story. Running time: 100 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

Kevin Hart doing a stand-up routine about the 
making of Ride Along would probably be funnier than 
the movie itself. An excitable, insecure motormouth, 
Hart has peppered such specials as Laugh at My Pain 
with high-pitched ruminations on his physical stature 
(he stands five foot four) and insufficient gangsta skillz. 
His frightened but common-sense demeanor rebukes 
what's expected of Scary Black Men. He's a great talker, 
and some of his more amusing bits in Ride Along, I'm 
guessing, were improvised. Hart will say something that 
sounds scripted, then natter on for a couple of extra beats, 
and the nattering is what makes his character seem like a 
real person, and what gets a laugh. 

Hart plays Ben Barber, a school security guard 
(aside: only in these times would Ben's job be sadly 
plausible) who hopes to make it through the police 
academy and become a true cop. This, Ben also hopes, 
will impress stoic rogue cop James Payton (Ice Cube), 
whose sister Angela (Tika Sumpter) Ben wants to marry. 
James has been looking out for Angela since they were 
both foster kids, and he disdains the flighty, videogame- 
addicted Ben. (Ben's videogame fixation, gamers will be 
happy to learn, pays off later on several levels.) Ben asks 
James' blessing to ask for Angela's hand in marriage, and 
James proposes a challenge: Ben must accompany James 
on a ride-along to show how well or poorly he takes to 
police work. 

This could allow for some mismatched-partner 
laughs, and it does; Ben's panicky attempts to look 
like a hard man in front of James rub up against James' 
complete lack of surprise that Ben is a soft man. Ice Cube 
was probably funnier in a small role in 21 Jump Street, but 
then again he didn't have to watch his language there 
as much as he does in this PG-13 movie (he does get to 
drop one F-bomb). Unfortunately, Ride Along is shackled 
to a lazy plot involving a master criminal (Laurence

Predictability 

is the enemy of surprise, and surprise is the essence of 
comedy. I'm not talking here about well-known characters 
on sitcoms who behave amusingly predictably; I'm 
talking about a plot that cancels out any possibility of 
freshness or invention. The movie isn't loose enough to 
let Kevin Hart run wild with sustained riffs; he's trapped 
inside the stodgy, stifling structure. Ride Along doesn't 
offer the randomness and digressions of the similar, 
superior The Other Guys, and once again I find myself 
wondering what the film might' ve been like if Hart and 
Ice Cube had swapped roles and played against their 
personae. 

What else is there to say about such a lightweight 
thing? Well, given that it's directed by and mostly 
starring African- Americans, it's blandly post-racial; for 
the most part, white guys could' ve played the roles and 
it would shake out roughly the same. Is that progress or 
homogenization (and shrewd packaging for what the 
money guys call "the urban audience")? Eddie Murphy's 
early cop comedies were very aware that he was a black 
man in a largely hostile white world; they couldn't have 
played the same if he were white, or, at least, Murphy 
made Beverly Hills Cop (originally a Stallone vehicle, I 
believe) a story about a specifically black man among 
the gilded and ivory. But such awareness would founder 
here, because the movie isn't interested in how actual, 
specific people of any color would behave. There's truly 
nothing to James' character other than his protectiveness 
towards his sister and his mission to get the big bad guy; 
Kevin Hart takes over by default, filling the void with 
abbreviated patter. Like the comparably easily-frightened, 
anti-macho Richard Pryor, Hart might best be optimized 
alone onstage, weaving absurd mind-movies at a hundred 
miles an hour.

A Parent Orientation Meeting for the parents 
of all children eligible to enter kindergarten has been 
scheduled on Wednesday, January 29 at 6:30 pm in the 
Center School cafeteria. All parents of children eligible 
to attend kindergarten are asked to attend this special 
informational meeting. This meeting will be for parents 
only; the children will be invited to visit the school at a 
later date. Any child born before September 1, 2009 is 
eligible for enrollment in kindergarten for the 2014-2015 
school year. At this meeting, our kindergarten teachers 
will be present and we will highlight our kindergarten 
program and curriculum, discuss our Kindergarten 
Orientation Program on the first day of school, provide 
you with an opportunity to visit a kindergarten 
classroom, and share other information regarding your 
child's transition to Center School. In addition, school 
Registration Packets will be available for you to take 
home to complete. Mattapoisett offers a free full-day 
kindergarten program. Any questions you may have will 
be addressed at this meeting. 

Kindergarten registration dates are Wednesday, 
February 12 from 3:00 - 5:30 pm or on Thursday, February 
13 from 8:45 - 11:00 am in the Center School cafeteria. 
Registration is for parents only. On these dates, parents 
will meet individually with the school secretary, nurse 
and principal. In order to have the registration process 
proceed in a timely manner, we are asking parents to 
bring completed registration packets with them when 
they attend registration. 

The Old Rochester Regional School District's 
policy states that children must turn five years old on or 
before August 31 of the year they enroll in kindergarten. 
Parents should bring a birth certificate or a notarized 
memorandum of birth with them on registration day. 

A doctor's memorandum showing the following 
immunizations is required by the Massachusetts 




Department of Public Health for school entrance into 
kindergarten: three doses of Hep B; five doses of DTaP/ 
DTP; four doses of Polio; two doses of MMR; two 
doses of Varicella. Lead testing must be done at the 
discretion of the child's pediatrician prior to entrance into 
kindergarten. 

If the required immunizations are incomplete 
for medical and / or religious reasons, a statement from a 
doctor or church official stating the reasons for exemption 
should be presented at the time of registration. All 
required immunizations must be completed prior to the 
start of school. A physical examination is required for 
entrance to school and must be completed by December 
31, 2014. Vision and hearing screenings for all children 
entering kindergarten will be conducted during the school 
year. 

In addition, we request that if you have an 
outstanding court order or decree regarding the legal 
custody of your child, you furnish us with a copy of this 
at registration time. This is necessary in order to assist 
us in the release of educational records and information, 
as well as the dismissal of children, to the appropriate 
parent/ adult. 

If you have a child who was born before August 
31, 2009 and who is eligible to enter kindergarten, but will 
not be entering kindergarten and / or will be attending
